FOUNDERS 

W E have just completed our 
69th year in business. Like 
most successful concerns we 
started in a small way, and it is 
with pardonable pride that we look 
back over these 69 years and find 
ourselves one of the leaders in the 
dry goods business of Canada today. 
This success is a tribute to the vision 
and efforts of our founders. 

The late Mr. Andrew Gault came 
to Canada when a young man, tak¬ 
ing up his residence in the city of 
Montreal, where he lived until his 
death. He gave early evidence of 
business ability and foresight, which 
made him in later years an out¬ 
standing figure in the commercial 
life of Canada. After receiving his 
education in Montreal, he entered 
into business in the year 1856.

business thus begun by him soon 
became one of the leading wholesale 
dry goods houses in Canada. 

Early in 1896 a joint stock com¬ 
pany was formed, the surviving 
partners in the then existing busi¬ 
ness, namely, Mr. Andrew F. Gault, 
Mr. R. W. MacDougall and Mr. 
James Rodger, becoming the prin¬ 
cipal shareholders and directors. 
Shortly after the new company was 
formed Mr. A. F. Gault, accom¬ 
panied by Mr. James Rodger, hav¬ 
ing in view the still further extension 
of the business, visited Winnipeg, 
in order that they might see at first 
hand what the possibilities were for 
the future of such a business. So 
satisfied were they with the result 
of that survey that a branch of the 
business was established in Winni¬ 
peg. 

Mr. A. F. Gault continued as 
president of the Winnipeg company

until his decease in 1903. Mr. R. W. 
MacDougall, now deceased, suc¬ 
ceeded him as president, and was 
later followed in that capacity by 
Mr. James Rodger, who continued 
as president until about three years 
ago, when he, not only on his own 
behalf, but as representative of the 
other shareholders, withdrew 
entirely from the business. The 
assets were then sold to some mem¬ 
bers of the staff who had been with 
the business since its beginning.
